EXTENSIVE LARCENTES OF VALUABLE 
LETTERS. 


THE EXAMINATION OW FIVE SEPARATE 
CASES. 
For some time past, indeed it may almost be 
| said for all time past gince our Post Oifice at- 
tained anything like its present magnitude as a 
receiving aud distributing office, numerous and 
frequent complaints have been made of the loss 
| of letters of value, or of friendship, which failed 
to reach those to whom they were addressed, to 
the loss or the disappointment of the proper 
recipients. 

Under this circumstance it has come to pass 
that muc vigilance has from time to time been 
exercised, and all the skill of our detectives 
been brought to bear upon the same, to the ef- 
fect already of several convictiogs of divers par- 
ties both without and withia the Post Office De- 
partment, several of whom are now in our State 
Penitentiary. ‘ 

The more common. practice in those knaveries 
from without, is the calling for letters belonging 
to business firms by persons unauthorized to re- 
ceive them. We believe every precaution has 
been taken to guard against suca deception, ond . 
the instructions to the clerks and other employ- | 
ees of the Post Office are of the sirictest charac- 
ter. 

In addition to these a system of insuring | 
checks to box owners, bearing a number corre- 
sponding with the box, has been adopted and 
the rule ceneraliy adhered to of demanding in 
all cases, where the identification was not per- 
fect, the presentation of the check at the delive- 
ry window. Never:heless these depredations 
have prevailed, and recently to an extent that 
called out new exertions to detect it possible the 
party or parties. 

The case was given to Cyrus P. Bradley, the 
noted detective officer of this city, and he has 
for some time past been studying up the points, 
and with such success that yesterday morning & 
young man, a German, named Benno Benj 
formerly an agent for the Unsen and Natidnal 
Democral, was arrested upon the charge of rob- 
bing the Post Office.

Captain 
Bradley at once set a guard around the house, 
and took every measure to detect him. 

On Tuesday morning he got a letter out of ) 
Parsons & Farlin’s box, containing a draft, 
drawn in their favor, on B. W. Pbillips, banker. 
He went back to the Franklin House, where he 
boarded, called for a pen end ink and went up 
to his room, where it is supposed he endorsed 
it. He presented it for payment, but it was at 
once detected as a forgery, and he bolted leav- 
ing the draft. Previous to presenting the draft 
he tore up the letters in his room, and threw 
them out of the winkow. A remnant of one, 
directed to Michael Doyle, was found under- 
neath the window. Yesterday morning a war- 
rant was got out for him by Commissioner Ma- 
gill,and he was arrested. 

He is known to have robbed five boxes, Par- 
sons & Farlin’s, Michael Doyle's, G. Pottgier- 
ser’s, Nathan Jackson’s and A. C. Qertel’s,
